Technical schools vote 
to end three-Jay strike

In a second and more decisive vote this weekend, repre- 
sentatives of the 27,000 striking technical school students ratified 
the government-proposed settlement of their three-day strike 
with the expectation that they will receive Increased sudenf aid 
1o compensate for lost summer earnings. 
Michel Cardinal, Publicity DI- civil servants and two students 



rector for the Fédération des Etu- 
diants de l'Enseignement Spécia- 
lisé du Québec (FEESQ), said the 
strike was a victory for student 
syndicalism. Leaders of the Union 
Générale des Etudiants du Qué- 
bec see it as a precedent for fur- 
ther student action. The technical 
schools' union is affiliated with 
UGEQ. 

- The strike was called by FEE- 
SQ to protest the arbitrary exten- 
sion of the school term to June 
23, which would decrease the 
summer earnings of students, 
most of whom come from families 
of modest means. 

Cardinal said that the Lcsage 
government was forced to respect 
the demands of the striking stu- 
dents, realizing the serious intent 
of the demonstrators. 

After the provincial cabinet 
met in Quebec City on Thursday, 
January 20, the government pro- 
posed that a committee of two 



study "measures which take into 
account the special needs of tech- 
nical school students within the 
framework of the general system 
of family allowances, school al- 
lowances,- and the system of stu- 
dent aid" and report by March L 

Student, leaders said that this 
may mean that student aid will 
probably bo Increased to com- 
pensate for lost revenue.

65. He will however, continue 
as Professor of History. .

Dr. Fieldhouse specialized 
In Diplomatic History. He 
served as diplomatic' attaché 
in France for the British 
Government prior- to World 
War II. 

Prior to serving as head of 
the History Department at Mc- 
Gill from 1945-61, Dr. Field- 
house was a professor and 
later head of the History de- 
partment at the University of 
Manitoba from 102845. He 
became Dean of Arts and 
Science In 1949* and Vice-Prin- 
cipal In 1981. 

Dr. Fieldhouse is a Visiting 
Professor of History at three 
universities, the Universities 
of British .Columbia and Colo- 
rado and Queen's University.

"Believing that education 
ought never to be a matter 
of charity, it can give me no 
pride to offer this assistance". 

W. L. Kambulow, B.Eng. 3, 
donated $5 to the continuing 
but unsolicited fund for the 
third year science student. 

Imre enrolled in the univer- 
sity last September expecting 
to receive a bursary from the 
government. He has been un- 
able to pay the second instal- 
ment of his fees and had $5.25 
In the bank when he sought 
help from the. Daily to replace 
his tattered galoshes. 

An enthusiastic student, 
Imre received good, second- 
class marks in his Christmas 
exams. He placed second in 
the French summer school at 
Loyola College last summer. 

He has refused to appeal 
the decision of the govern- 
ment. 

The Inter-Fraternity Council 
has offered to provide Imre 
with free room and board for 
the duration of the term. 

Meanwhile, McGlll's repre- 
sentative on the Education de- 
partment's Student Consulta- 
tive Committee on student aid 
said he had investigated 
Imre's case and would advise 
him on the matter. 

Victor Rabinovitch said 
there was a "strong possibili- 
ty" of obtaining the maximum 
assistance for Imre. 

Computers had been pro- 
grammed to process 60,000 ap- 
plications, Rabinovitch said, 
and might reject applications 
from deserving students if 
their cases are extraordinary.

Little discusses UN intervention

Whether Intervention of one country In the affairs of another should be judged good or 
bad depends on the Individual case, Professor J. M. Little of Loyola said Friday. 



Speaking to the Close-Up UN 
seminar, Professor Little said 
that even in individual cases, this 
judgment will depend on the so- 
cial and political background of 
the person who makes it and will 
have little objective meaning. 

In his lecture, Professor Little 
attempted to show how the UN 
has provided a new way of inter- 
vening which, is sometimes, 
though not always, preferable to 
unilateral action by a great 
power. 

The UN intervened successful- 
ly in Korea, in the Suez, in the 
Congo and in Cyprus, Professor 
Little said. However, the value of 
UN intervention is limited be- 
cause the UN has been controlled 
by the Western bloc of powers, 
particularly by the United States, 
and hence its actions have always 
been in the Interests of the West. 

The Soviet Union had to inter- 
vene unilaterally, as in Hungary, 
if its interests were to be protect- 
ed. Since it is quite clear that the 
United States government' has 
not given up unilateral interven- 
tion any more than the Soviet, 
Professor Little said, direct ac- 
tion by a great power will simply 

not be replaced by UN action.

The main contribution of the 
UN, according to him, will remain 
to a large extent the privilege of 
great powers. 

Professor Little also, mentioned 
the provisions the UN charter 
made for intervention. He de- 
plored the lack of clarity and 



frequent contradictions of the 
charter, which lacks even a clear 
definition of the term, "aggres- 
sion" but praised the realism 
which left the control of the Uni- 
ted Nations in the hands of the 
great powers. 

"The UN could not function 
democratrically," he said. 



Britain approves grant 
to Rhodesian university 

(IIYA) — The British Government announced In early De- 
cember that its economic sanctions against Rhodesia would not 
include financial aid to higher education, approving the allot- 
ment of $700,000 for continued operation of the University 
College of Rhodesia at Salisbury. 



Britain's action resulted from 
events at the University during 
November. 

That month the Rhodesian Po- 
lice raided buildings of the Uni- 
versity College and certain pro- 
fessors' homes in ah effort to 
squash a declaration by profes- 
sors rejecting the Government of 
Ian Smith. 

Again that month some 400 of 
the University's 700 students cir- 
culated a petition declaring their 
formal loyalty to Governor Gibbs, 
whom Smith had "deposed". 

On December 10 and 11, the 
University Council, the Univer- 
sity's governing body, met in Sa- 
lisbury to reaffirm .its policy of 
university freedom. The Council 
made it clear that continued ope- 
ration of the University did not 
imply recognition of the Smith 
regime : 

"It is a fundamental require- 
ment of our Charter that 'no test 



of religious belief or of race, na- 
tionality, or class shall be im- 
posed upon any person to entitle 
him to be admitted as a professor 
or student of the University Col- 
lege." 

It added that the institution 
would accept no limitation or con- 
ditions on financial assistance 
and insisted on "the freedom of 
expression in teaching and 
study." 

This reaffirmation of academic 
freedom was in open defiance of 
the Rhodesian Government's spe- 
cial conditions for scholarship 
candidates. The Government re- 
quires that scholarship holders 
promise "not to associate in any 
way with a movement of political 
character." 

Since 1964, many more black 
Rhodcsians have chosen to pur- 
sue their studies in universities 
in Great Britain, West Germany, 
Sweden, the Soviet Union and the 
United States than in Salisbury.

In Spring 1958 three student represen- 
tatives begged audience for over two months 
in the antichamber of Duplessis' court. Pre- 
ceded by general strikes at Laval, McGill, 
and Université de Montréal, they were de- 
manding the opportunity to ask the Provin- 
cial Pontiff to accept the money or tax relief 
proferred by the federal government for 
higher education. Public indignation fatten- 
ed : the doors of the vault remained sealed. 
Rumour had it that the Duce let slip a few 
words to the student retinue as he passed 
them in the hall. But the ancient age of edu- 
cational paternalism was to endure until it 
was carried off with The Chief. 

In I960 Jean Lesage led the Liberals to 
Quebec, sworn to make education at all 
levels free and accessible to all. A Ministry 
of Education was set up, directed by Gérin- 
Lajoie, empowered to undertake the massive 
overdue job of educational reform. 

In November, 1964 UGEQ was born. It 
had two related goals : to democratise 
education, which was still in principle gov- 
ernment policy, and to establish a strong, 
mature student voice, which would be ac- 
cepted as a co-partner in making education- 
al decisions by administration and govern- 
ment. Gérin-Lajoie expressed his delight at 
UGEQ's birth. Quebec seemed blessed with 
two forces, students and government, fight- 



ing for free and democratic. higher education 
with a mature, participating student body. 
We have learned since then that there Is but 



one.

This past week shows we have come full 
circle. Touring the academies, Lesage was 
greatly disconcerted when reminded of his 
promise for free education, now celebrating 
its sixth birthday. At the U of M he was 
asked if he believed In It still. "Yes". When 
will it come about ? "I don't know", confes- 
sed the Premier. Pressed further, he was 
seized by an ugly rage. At McGill, the same 
story, less grim. He smiled off the free edu- 
cation question. He was asked why the re- 
port of the Committee on University accessi- 
bility, delivered to the government in the 
summer of 1964, Is still being guarded from 
publication like the Vatican archives. Hé 
fended that off, jovially. Finally, some In- 
trepid radical suggested that the govern- 
ment had revoked the very principle of free 
education," In proposing henceforth to give 
loans before bursaries to students In need, 
reversing the present system. "Loans, bursa- 
ries, bursaries, loans", smiled the harried 
Premier, "it's all money". 

The strike of Quebec's technical school 
students, organised and supported by UGEQ, 
was more important. It pitted UGEQ and the 
principle of student-government consulta- 
tion against the autocratic will of M. Gérin- 
Lajoie, and UGEQ and the principle won. 
What it revealed about the Ministry of Edu- 
cation was not edifying. M. Gérin-Lajoie 



decreed the academic calendar extended by 
three weeks, without consulting the students 
affected. The students threatened to strike, 
and struck, explaining their position to the 
press. M. Gérin-Lajoie refused absolutely to 
reconsider his decision, and resorted to a 
subtle game of blackmail. He had been in- 
formed that certain administrators in the 
department were considering cutting off the 
strikers' bursaries, v/hose second instalment, 
is due in February. The Minister showed fi- 
nesse in not making this threat directly, hop- 
ing the students wouldn't strenghthen their 
demands in reaction. When the students 
failed to capitulate, however, he decided to 
negotiate with their parents. The Press re- 
vealed that both Gérin-Lajoie and Lesage 
were shocked grievously that the parents of 
these children would let them treat their 
education so cavalierly. We see how anxious 
the Education Minister is to deal with the 
student organizations he was so happy to 
: see develop a year ago. UGEQ has gotten 
too strong for Gérin-Lajoie, because it has 
the power to force him to put principles into 
application. Without UGEQ's backing, the 
, technical students alone would never have 
wrestled the Minister into creating a student- 
government committee to discuss the conse- 
quences of one of his arbitrary decisions. 
This has been a mere skirmish, but it clearly 
exposed the deployment of forces and that 
the tactics of the Ministry of Education have 
scarcely advanced since the Grande Epoque. 

Besides what the government thinks of 
certain rash 1960 statements, what we have 
learned is this. The government likes to take 
action in education, as in other fields, as 
arbitrarily as possible. It utilises consulta- 
tions with interested parties before it takes 
action in order to neutralise possible objec- 
tions afterwards. It has a natural interest In 
hearing representations from as many and 
as conflicting groups as possible. Divide and 
conquer. What it fears most is one strong 
student lobby, with the threat of the student 
press and the general strike. In a word, 
UGEQ. UGEQ has won a battle for all of 
us. If UGEQ didn't exist to confront the Que- 
bec Education Ministry, it would have to be 
created.

Great Canadian 
Question 

Dear Sir, 

Permit me to state a few 
grave- reasons why I think it is 
very important for McGill to be 
in UGEQ. 

It is 'vitally related to the 
great Canadian question of the 
moment, whether the country is 
to remain one or be split in 
two. Opponents of membership 
say that as UGEQ's aim is noth- 
ing less than to construct a new ' 
French-Canadian society, Eng- 
lish speaking students have 
therefore no business being in- 
volved. To say this is to admit 
that the Separatists arc right, 
that French and English are 
damned to remain two solitudes, 
so there can be no point in 
them forming a common coun- 
try. 

For McGill to play an active 
role in UGEQ would mark the 
beginning of a new era, the re- 
cognition of French and English 
students that they belong to- 
gether, that they have deep 
common interests, and that 
whan these interests seem at 



variance it is worth dialoguing 
to try to find a common deno- 
minator. 

Compared to the massive sig- 
nificance of this, the objections 
to joining arc trivial. That UG- 
EQ has taken some stands which 
the majority of McGill students 
are not likely to approve of Is 
readily admitted, but the way 
to deal with people who dis- 
agree with you is to talk with 
them, not ignore them. A vote 
for UGEQ is not essentially a 
vote for its present platform, 
but a vote for French-English 
dialogue. Not to be willing to 
make the experiment is to be 
an English Separatist 

As to French being the one 
official language of UGEQ, it 
should be noted that In Canada 
. experience has woefully shown 
that organizations that are of- 
ficially bilingual are in prac- 
tice unilingual — that language 
being English. I have had per- 
sonal experience of this. Before 
coming to McGill I was at the 
University of Ottawa, which 
has both French and English on 
its teaching staff. At meetings 
of the professors' association, 
though the majority present 
were French, the language spo- 
ken was always English, be- 
cause of the ignorance of 
French of the English-speaking 



professors. Can this be called 
fair? With French as the sole 
official language of UGEQ there 
Is a greater chance of bilingual- 
ism than if the organization had 
been officially bilingual. 

Finally, in dialoguing with 
French students, our own stu- 
dents would be communicating 
with the social group that will 
most affect the future of Que- 
bec. They are tho professionals 
' of tomorrow, the leaders, whose 
opinions we cannot simply ig- 
nore. The MACLEAN'S survey 
of separatism showed that one- 
quarter of the province's profes- 
sionals want to break away 
from the rest of Canada. , 

A vote for UGEQ is therefore 
a vote with vision, putting big 
things ahead of little. It is in 
fact a vote for Canada.

The McGlll administration 
favours free education as long 
as the high standards of uni- 
versity training can be main- 
tained, says Dr. H. Rocke Ro- 
bertson, Principal and Vice- 
Chancellor.

EXPANSION PLANS 

With McGill reaching its limit 
to further expansion on its down- 
town campus, plans are in pro- 
gress to convert McGill's Mont 
St. Hilaire property estate into a 
college community and to expand 
the Macdonald campus at Ste. 
Anne de Bel le vue — new resi- 
dences and a new student union 
arc slated there in the immediate 
future. 

Dr. Robertson says fees will 
not bo raised In 1966-67 — "it 
hasn't even been considered." 

Student enrolment this year is 
about 13,000 and the University 
anticipates an increase of 700 
next year. 

McGill's construction expendi- 
tures for 1060-1070 are projected 
at $93,000,000. No serious cut- 
backs in research grants to this 
University arising out of the un- 
favourable terms of the United 
States balance of payments are 
expected. 

AWAITING REPORTS 

Presently, the administration 
is awaiting the reports of several 
commissions set up to investigate 
McGill's needs in the future. 

1) Dr. McGrath of Columbia Uni- 
versity is to submit a report 
on the long range require- 
ments of the University devel- 
opment sometime in March. 

2) The Duff-Berdahl Commission 
investigating the composition

of the governing bodies of Ca- 
nadian universities will shortly 
submit its recommendations 
. to the Association of Univer- 
sities and Colleges of Canada. 
Faculty associations want re- 
presentation on the Boards of 
Governors and a voice in the 
making of all policies con- 
cerning academic and faculty 
matters. Dr. Robertson says 
the universities have careful- 
ly considered student particip- 
ation in their management, 
but that is unlikely to form 
part of the commission's re- 
commendations. 

3) Le Comité pour l'Etude des 
Budgets Universitaires, an ad 
hoc committee representing 
Quebec's six universities and 
the provincial government, 
has submitted its report to 
the Cabinet. The Quebec Le- 
gislature will review the uni- 
versity capital grants the gov- 
ernment is prepared to allo- 
cate to higher education some- 
time in February. McGill's 
fund dependency on the gov- 
ernment is "a subtle form of 
control now" which Quebec 
exercises, Dr. Robertson notes. 

QUEBEC'S PLANS 

The Principal says free educa- 
tion "is financially impractical 
at the present time." Premier Le- 
sage, in recent statements, said 



free university education would 
cost over $50,000,000 in Quebec, 
which would underwrite the costs 
through indirect taxation — per- 
haps through the sales tax. Be- 



cause Quebec is setting guidelines 
for its master plan on future uni- 
versity expansion, the province 
will opt out of Prime Minister 
Pearson's federal plan to hike 



university aid to $100,000,000, In 
line with the Bladen Report. 

Further tension with Quebec 
lies in the anxiety that certain 
recommendations of the Parent 
Royal Commission on Education, 
contrary to university practice, 
may be implemented by the pro- 
vincial government. Dr. Robert- 
son did not elaborate. 

McGILL RESPONSIVE 

McGill's brief to the Royal 
Commission on Bilingualism and 
Biculturalism last March said "we 
must respond to the challenge of 
a French Canada in rapid revolu- 
tion." The University sponsors a 
French Canada Studies Program- 
me, exchanges of professors and 
co-operation in research, as well 
as informal contacts with French 
Canadians. There are over 500 
French Canadian students at Mc- 
Gill; and the administration "is 
keen to do all it can to stimulate 
mutual ties." 

STUDENT UNREST 

Questioned on his recent 
speech to the Association of Col- 
lege Public Relations Officers, 
Dr. Robertson said today's react- 
ing youth is a healthy sign of its 
social consciousness. Except "for 
the lunatic fringe which is asso- 
ciated with the Daily, the reac- 
tion is good." 

What about the student as a 
worker? "So far as I'm concern- 
ed, it's not my concept of a uni- 
versity. I think the university is a 
co-operative effort to try to ad- 
vance knowledge, and I would 
not look upon a university as a 
factory."
